Richmond, June 1. 
Vice-President Lyndon B. Johnson said on 
Thursday that President Kennedy. will 
warn Soviet Premier Nikita S. Khrush- 


chevy that the United States “has no in- 
tention of yielding to diplomatic black- 


Mr Johnson sald Mr .Ken- 
nedy’s labours in Europe “are 
endorsed by all Americans, re- 
gurdless of party, and by all 
men and women In every land 
who want the law of force “to 
be replaced by the force of law.” 


“But,” the Vice President 
added, “We must never forget 
that in the crowded neighbour- 
hood of world affairs we in the 
United States are sct on a con- 
spicuous stage and everyone 
marks our demeanour. Our 
triumphs exalt our friends, and 
our mistakes are the op- 
portunities for our opponcats.' 


A challenge 


Mr Johnson sald the United 
States has “awakened at last to 
the challenge .cembodicd in 
Castro's Cuba to the security of 
this hemisphere.” 

“That challenge comes not 
from Castro's: power but from 
his willingness to let the allen 
doctrines of Communist intrigue 
and subversion’ take root in 
Cuba and spread from there as 
a source of infection over other 
countries in Latin America,” he 
said. 


To mect the -chollenge, Mr 
Johnson said, “We must join 
with our friends from all over 
Latin America in a creative 
campalgn against poverty and 
literacy and the accumulated 
grievances that fill today's 
agenda of anxiety.” 

In another area, he said that 
the United States has taken its 
stand as a government and as a 
people “on the side of those 
forecs in Africa that wish to 
make that continent... .the 
master of its own destiny in 
frecdom and fn honour." 

“We know that the tasks of 
self-government arc difficult," 
Ma Johnson sald, bub added: 
“We are unshaken in our falth 
that the pcople of Africa are 
marching to a_ future of 
abundance: and hope and we 
are glad to be thelr companion 
and colleague on that brave 
pilgrimage."—-AP. ; ;
